United States.

neers are so exasperated a» the a'ti- 
*ude of the General Manager’s commit­

strike threat seriously, that they are 
now ready to go out en a momer Fk 
no*Ice. 
If the order is issued, it will 
.strike every railroad west of Chicago 
at the same hour. 
Only the yielding of the railroads 
and a further increase in the wages of 
the engineers can prevent, the clash. 
Since Dec. 17, lest. Commissioner of 
Labor Neill has work'-.1 day and night 
to avert, the strike, and neither side 
has yielded an inch. 
The government 
mediator has declared that ho feared 
ihere would he a strike, and then he 
called Grand Chief Stone of the Broth­ 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers and 
his assistants into a final conference.
